SURPRISE DRILL 
By Lee Denning, W4ESH 

Siepine Amateur Radio Drill a Success! 

Local radio amateurs were surprised to receive an unscheduled 
call up to man the Emergency Frequency normally used by the 
Florida Midday Traffic Net. This unscheduled call up on Saturday, 
April 11, was a drill to see how fast and efficiently this traffic group 
could respond in the event that a statewide or national emergency 
were to occur that would require their emergency communications 
services. The drill was a complete success in that the call up 
frequencies used were those normally monitored on scanner 
receivers or mobile radios. The Naples area alert was received 
fifteen minutes after being initiated by the Miami group. The 
Naples area relayed this information to the Fort Myers group and 
within an hour practically the entire state had been alerted and the 
wide area coverage frequency was manned by the regular mem- 
bers of the Florida Midday Traffic Net (FMTN). 

The FMTN is the official Section Net for Florida for represen- 
tation to the American Radio Relay League (ARRL) in the 
National Traffic System. The FMTN has an official membership of 
92 members and meets daily for the purpose of passing messages 
throughout the country and normally handles well over one 
thousand messages per month. During holidays this message count 
increases tremendously. 

Of course, when national or international disasters occur, it is the 
FMTN which goes into operation in Florida along with the other 
nets which are part of the NTS. 

The amateur radio operators of the FMTN were extremely 
pleased and proud of the rapid and orderly response to the un- 
scheduled drill call up and they feel that with their equipment ‘and 
ability to operate on emergency power and emergency antennas, if 
necessary, they continue to contribute to the successful operation 


of the Amateur Radio Public Service Corps (ARPSC).

‘Exactly 24 years ago this month FLORIDA SKIP, VOL. 1 
NO. 1 came off the Collier County Press in Naples, Florida. The 
publisher was Hank Hoffman, KN4LQS. (Now a silent key.) He 
was assisted by Dave Traier, W4AZK, also of Naples and a silent 
key. 

The idea of a statewide paper (SKIP) goes to my XYL, 
Betty, W4GGQ. Ata 1957 Orlando Hamfest held at Rock Spr- 
ings the announcement was made and donations were taken to 
get the paper started. Betty about wore out her fingers writ- 
ing ‘receipts’ for donations from 50 cents to $2.00: We were 
on our way. 


After a couple trips to Naples from Miami Springs all the 
details were worked out. Hank would set the “‘type’’, do the 
“lay-out” the ‘‘printing’’ plus ‘‘Mailing.’” Dave would feed him 
the material while W4IYT would line-up the club, net and other 
correspondents, ads, cut all the addressograph plates and ship 
them via bus (or take them) to Naples. Frank Orcutt, W4JO 
(another silent key of Miami) worked on advertising and awards. 
Betty W4GGOQ set-up her 4-way card file system; by call sign, 
by last name, by expiration date and city. All SKIPs were 
mailed ‘BULK RATE” from Naples. 


A couple years later, the work load became too heavy for 
Hank plus we were growing rapidly and things were getting 
slightly confused, so we moved all mailing plates and editioral 
offices to Miami Springs. All issues were ‘‘bussed”’ to the Co- 
ral Gables bus station and mailed at the Miami Springs Branch 
office after a ‘Second Class’’ permit was . acquired . 

Everything except the printing was shifted to P. O. Box 
501, where it has been ever since. About 6 months later we 
started publishing in Hialeah. 

Over the past 24 years we have grown steadily without 
really trying. “Our best advertiser is you, our readers. Word 
of mouth brings a continuous flow of new members. 


Lets make one thing clear, none of the “SKIP STAFF” 
are ‘professionals in journalism.”” We have made plenty of 
mistakes the last 24 years and-we don’t mind too much about 
our ‘“‘ PLOOF REEDERS’ Bob WB4FGL and his lovely wife 
Pat WD4KKN being ribbed. They do a wonderful job. Some- 
times Bob is out on a flight and Ye Ed gets stuck with the 
job. After seeing the ‘‘stuff” twice before, | can look right 
through 3 mistakes (or more) and not even see them. So | 
take the blame for most of the ‘‘typos.”’ 


So much tor that. We would like to thank you all for tne 
wonderful support you have given us for almost a quarter of 
century. We have had and still are having our ‘‘bad times.” 
The biggest is trying to keep our prices down to you our mem 
bers and advertisers. It has been an up-hill-battle, all the way. 
It now appears we will have to make a slight increase in the 
membership dues and advertising rate -- just tostay even with 
our bills. This increase will probably take place later this year.

I proposed 
instead that the nerd perform an anatomical impossibility with his 
HT, and we abandoned him by a display of early Phoenecian RTTY 
gears. 


As we loaded the scope into the car, my sonremarked, ‘“‘That guy ~
